It is always granted, that the Chinese are 


a.clever people, and if it came to the ques- 
tion Sir Robert Hart, who is fucile princepm 
in the understanding of Chinese nature, has 
‘assured us that the origin of most things can 
be found in the Middle Kingdom. .Ttis not 
to be wondered at, then, that the Chinese are 
adepts at what Westerners are pleased to call’ 
counterfeiting.” Tow few puople from the 
West, alter they have been in China—not to 
say Hungkong—have not for.some time seen 


these beautiful coins which have only to be 


submitted to expert examination to be declar- 
ed forgeries? ‘The fact is that the game of 
‘counterfeiting coin not only exists in all its 
pristiné beauty in China, but it seems to be 
almost a trade, Weare told the existence 
uf counterfeit nickel coins ig causing, a 
smal} finativial crisis in Korea, No doubt 
that is due to the fact that counterfeiting 
coin is practically in its infancy there, but it 
would be a strange thing if the total coun- 
lerfeit cuins of Korea equalled half those 
which pass as currency in Hongkong. Ever 
and anon, to put it at the lowest, the tender. 
er of a cuin is told that'it is made of brass 
Or copper or that it has been’ manufactured 
in some mint which is beyond his ken. Of 
course, it is useless to argue on ‘the point, 
and itis worse than, futile to say’ that be- 
cause a certain coin bas a certain mark of 
‘marks upon it ‘that it is worthless, “The 
usual thing is to accept the apparently in- 
evitable piece. | But it is all very unsatisfac” 
tury, Half the time peuple in Hongkong 
are using coins which belong, not w the 
currency of the Colony, but to China proper. 
In a short article it would be impossible lo 
deal with the difficulties which surround this 
question, The public offices have solved the 
‘question by refusing. to accept anything 
which has not the” King’s head upon it. 
A premium is given to patties accepting these 
coins, and between the two.a goodly profi, 
is made. But the plain ordinary citizen is 


placed ata disadvantage.’ A coin, it, seems, 


may actually be good and yet it may be base. 
In other words, without counterfeiting‘ coin, 
it is possible to make money from that coin, 


.| It is'a grievous question, but théremedy’ is 


simple, It is, to adopt an interchangeable 
clearing house—to fix an absolute value on 
the coins presented. Singapore adopted, 
last year, a special coinage which was im- 
posed upon the whole of the Straits Settle- 
ments. At the outset it did ‘nol work very 
well, but as time passed, the currency be- 
came, not only generally ‘adopted, but also 
generally understood. ‘Hongkong, however, 
has to look to China and it may be a question 
whether it would not be possible to restrict the 
importation of coins which did not come up 
to the standard. A’ coin’ need not be 
counterfeit to be valueless or of liltle or less,
